It \Va3 n Satire on tho Justice: Dispensed 


by feir Vot>.r Edlin—Tho Poet Artist Took 
al'art Himself—A Socialist Benefit Per- 
formance. 


On tho subject of the theater, an en- 


thusiastic yonug first nigbter would 
probably hnve RIVCU Morris up after the 
first attempt to gather his opinion of 
"Tho Soooncl Mrs. T-uuqneray" as an 
ordinary citizen who had uover formed 
tho habit of playgoing, aud neither knew 
nor cared anything about the theater 
except aa a treat for children once a yoor 
•luring tho pantomine season. But Mor- 
ris would have writ tan for the iatage if 
there had been any atago thafa poet and 
artist could write lor. When the Social- 
ist longuo pnco proposed tp irniBO the 
wind by a dramatic entertainment and 
suggested that he should provide tho 
play, ho set to at once n.nd provided it'. 


And what kind of play waa it? Was 


it a miracle play on the lines, Qt, thosp 
•scenea in the'Towneley "mystei;ies"6e- 
tween tho "shepherds abiding in the 
field," .which -he nsed. tp quote with 
great relish as his idea of a good bit of 
comedy? Not at all. It waa a topical ex- 
travaganza, entitled "Napkins Awak- 
ened," the chief "character parts" be- 
ing Sir Peter Edliu, Tennyson and an- 
imaginary archbishop of Canterbury. 
Sir Peter owed the compliment, to his 
activity at t hut'time in sending social- 
ists, to prisc&i on charges of "obstrnc-: 
tion," whioh'was always proved by get- 
ting a policeman to swear that if iiny. 
passerby or vehicle had wished to pnss 
over tho particular spot in a thorough- 
fare on which tho speaker or his audi- 
ence happened to bo standing their pres- 
ence would have obstructed him. 


This contention, which was regarded 


as qnito sensible and unanswerable by 
the newspapers of the day, was put into 
a nutshell in tho course of Sir Peter's 
summing up in tho play; "In fact, gen-. 
tlemen, it is r. matter of grnvo doubt 
whetherwearo not nil of nacontinually 
committing this ofienso from our oradlba 
to our graves.'.' This speech,-'which Iho 
real Sir Peter of course never macls, 
though ho certainly would havo douo so 
had ho had wit enough to see tho r.b- 
snrdity of solemnly sending !•. man'-to 
prison for two months because another 
man could not walk tliionali him, es- 
pecially when it would havo'been RO' 
e.asy to lock him np for'lhrse-mcuths on 
some respectablo pretest, will probably 
keep Sir Peter's r.irmory green when all 
his actual judicial utterance;-: t-.ro.forgot- 
ten.

Governor Bndd of California pre- 


sented his message to the California 
Legislature on Tuesday. It is a cure- 
fully written and forcible document, 
covering affairs of State in detail and 
touching npon the interests of Califor- 
nia, and the general management of 
State and municipal matters. After 
referring to tbe peaceful condition of 
the State, the bountiful harvests, the 
immunity from pestilence and disaster 
for the last two years, he speaks of the 
salaries paid employees of the State 
and the inequalities of euch pay when 
the duties are taken into consideration. 
He strongly advocates economy, but 
as earnestly insists tbat men shall be 
paid in proportion to the labor per- 
formed, and depreciates the cutting of 
wages in order to provide places and 
pay for others. He advocates the strict 
enforcement of the liquor licenses and 
calls attention to the fact that fully 
one-third of the saloons of California 
are running without such licenses. . He 
wants foreign 
insurance companies 


doing business in the State to provide 
proper security for policy holders. He 
suggests tbat tbe banks in the State be 
requested to file a report with the Bank 
Commissioners at a stated time and 
that such report bo open to the asses- 
sors of each county in order that a 
proper assessment may "be made. He 
refers to the several State Institutions", 
'criticising the 
management 
where 


need£d and making favorable com- 
ments where deserved. Tbe mining, 
horticultural and agricultural interests 
of the State are considered and rec- 
ommendations made for the develop- 
ment of each. 


He especially calls attention to tbe 


rivers in the State, telling of 'their ad- 
vantages and usefulness and suggest- 
ing tbat while he is aware tbat tbe 
National Government should 
look 


after their improvement, past ex- 
perience proved that 
nothing bad 


been done, consequently 
the State 


should take the matter in hand. 
He 


favors placing the State institutions 
on a civil service basis and recom- 
mends that appointments be made so 
that terms of office shall expire in suc- 
cession in order that old and exper- 
ienced members of Boards of Oommia- 
sioubrs should always be on a • bon.rd 
with the new ones installed.

The House Committee on Pacific 


Bailroads have arranged for tha de-.. 
tails of a debate on the Powers'bill.

The 
time will be equally divided between 
tbe supporters of the measure and its 
opponent*, with Hubbard of Missouri 
controlling the time nlloted to the 
latter.' Harris of Alabama is consider- 
ing the matter of offering a substitute 
or amendment to place tbe settlement 
of the question in tbe kands of a com- 
mission especially appointed and than 
act in accord with such recommenda- 
tions as tbe commission may decide on. 
While several members consider this 
a practical method of disposing of tbe 
question, they feel in duty bound to 
support the bill framed by the commit- 
tee to which they are already pledged. 
The Powers bill proposes to let the 
roads off with smaller annual payments 
for interest and principal combined 
than the commission's plan would have 
charged them for interest alone, and it 
lengthens tbe process to 1986. The de- 
bate will doubtless be watched with 
greao interest, particularly on the 
coast. 
The California people will 


anxiously await the outcome.

Congressman Loud of California In 


hie bill before Congress regulating 
postage has made an attack on tbe! 
newspapers of the country, 
He is 


desirous of taxing a high rate of post- 
age upon sample copies, also enforcing 
an extra postage on supplement sheets. 
Evidently tbe purpose of Mr. Load's 
bill is to stop abuses and every pub- 
lisher of a dally paper in the land 
would gladly aid in this direction, but 
. to attack honest publishers on account 
of the practices of a few persons who 
are dishonest enough to take ad vantage 
of the Government in this particular is 
hardly tbe correct thing to do. 


As a role the daily papers pay a 


liberal amount for tbe service ren- 
dered by the mails, and from this 
source alone the revenue of tbe postal 
department, in proportion to other 
patrons, la very large, and to increase 
the expenses of newspapers and news- 
dealers will work a hardship that, con- 
sidering the rates already paid, will not 
to any great extent benefit the depart- 
ment. • 


The measure should be framed to 


•top any abase of the mailing privi- 
lege*, and it certainly can be done with- 
out attacking tbe honest publishers of 
tbe country.
